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ARDINAL WOLSEY having obtained a leaſe of the manor 


of Hampton of the Knights Hoſpitallers of St, John of 
Jeruſalem, * beſtowed great coſt of building upon it, convert- 
ing the manſion-houſe into ſo ſtately a palace, that it is ſaid 
to have excited much envy; to avoid which, in the year 
1526, he gave it to the King, who, in recompence thereof, 
licenced him to lie in his manor of Richmond at his pleaſure; and 


« ſo he lay there at certain times.“ It appears that Cardinal 


Wolſey after this occaſionally inhabited Hampton Court (as keeper 


perhaps of the King's palace) ; for in 1527, when ſome French Am- 
baſſadors were in England, the King willing that they ſhould be 
treated with the greateſt ' reſpe&, ſent them to be entertained 


by Cardinal Wolſey at Hampton Court. The following account * of 


the entertainment will give the reader an idea of the magnificence of 
that prelate's eſtabliſhment : © Then was there made great prepara- 
« tion of all things for this great aſſembly at Hampton Court; the 
“ Cardinall called before him his principal officers, as ſteward, trea- 
ſurer, controller, and clerk of his kitchen, to whom he declared 
his mind touching the entertainment of the Frenchmen at Hamp- 
ton Court, commanding them neither to ſpare for any coſt, ex- 
pence, or travayle, to make ſuch a triumphant banquet as they 
might not only wonder at it here, but alſo make a glorious report 
«* of it in their country, to the great honour of the King and 
« his realm; to accompliſh his commandment they ſent out caters,

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purveiors, and divers other perſons, my Lord's friends, to make 
preparation ; alſo they ſent for all the expert cookes and connyng 
perſons in the art of cookerie which were within London or 
elſewhere, that might be gotten to beautify this noble feaſt ; the 
purveiors provided, and my Lord's friends ſent in ſuch proviſion 
as one would wonder to have ſeen. 'The cookes wrought both day 
and night with ſuttleties-and many crafty devices, where lacked 
neither gold, filver, Wen coſtly thing meet for their purpoſe: 
the yeomen and groomes of the wardrobe were buſied in hanging 
of the chambers, and furniſhing the ſame with beds of ſilk and 
other furniture in every degree; then my Lord Cardinall ſent 
me (Mr. Cavendiſh) being his gentleman uſher, with two other 
of my fellows thither, to foreſee all thing touching our rooms to 
be nobly garnyſhed : accordingly our pains were not ſmall nor 
light, but daily travelling up and down from chamber to cham- 
bers—then wrought the carpenters, joiners, maſons, and all other 
artificers neceſſary to be had to glorify this noble feaſt. There 
was carriage and recarriage of plate, ſtuff, and other rich imple- 
ments, ſo that there was nothing lacking that could be imagined 
or deviſed for the purpoſe. There was alſo provided two hun- 
dred and eighty beds furniſhed with all manner of furniture to 
them belonging, too long particularly to be rehearſed, but all 
wiſe men do ſufficiently know what belongeth to the furniture 
thereof, and that is ſufficient at this time to be ſaid.” 

* 'The day was come to the Frenchmen aſſigned, and they ready 
aſſembled before the hour of their appointment, wherefore the of- 
ficers cauſed them to ride to Hanworth, a place and parke of the 
Kinges, within three miles, there to hunt and ſpend the day 
untill night, at which time they returned againe to Hampton 
Court, and every of them was conveyed to their ſeverall cham- 
bers, having in them great fires, and wine to their comfort and 
relief, remaining there untill their ſupper was ready. The cham- 


bers where they ſupped and banquetred were ordered in this ſort ; 
« firſt 
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firſt the great wayting chamber was hanged with rich arras, as all 
other were, and furniſhed with tall yeomen to ſerve. There were 
ſet tables round about the chamber, banquetwiſe covered; a cup- 
boord was there garniſhed with white plate, having alſo in the 
ſame chamber to give the more light, four great plates of ſilver 
ſet with great lights, and a great fire of wood and coales. The 
next chamber, being the chamber of preſence, was hanged with 
very rich arras, and a ſumptuous cloth of eſtate furniſhed with 
many goodly gentlemen to ſerve the tables, ordered in manner as 
the other chamber was, ſaving that the high table was removed 
beneath the cloth of eſtate toward the middeſt of the chamber 
covered. Then there was a cupboord, being as long as the cham- 
ber was in breadth, with ſix deſkes of height, garnyſhed with guilt 
plate, and the nethermoſt deſk was garnyſhed all with gold plate, 
having with lights one paire of candleſtickes of ſilver and guilt, 
being curiouſly wrought, which coſt three hundred markes, and 
ſtanding upon the ſame, two lights of waxe burning as bigge as 
torches to ſet it forth. This cupboord was barred round about, 
that no man could come nigh it, for there was none of all this 
plate touched in this banquet, for there was ſufficient beſides. 
The plates that did hang on the walls to give light were of ſilver 
and guilt, having in them great pearghers of waxe burning, a 
great fire burning in the chimney, and all other things neceſſary 
for the furniture of ſo noble a feaſt, Now was all things in a 
readineſs, and ſupper tyme at hand, the principal officers cauſed 


the trumpetters to blow to warne to ſupper: the officers diſereet- 


ly went and conducted theſe noblemen from their chambers into 
the chambers where they ſhould ſuppe, and cauſed them there to 
ſit downe, and that done their ſervice came up in ſuch abundance 
both coſtly and full of ſuttleties, and with ſuch a pleaſant noyſe of 
inſtruments of muſicke, that the Frenchmen (as it ſeemed) were 
rapt into a heavenly paradiſe. You muſt underſtand tha 


Lord Cardinall was not yet comen thither, but they were merry 
and 
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and pleaſant with their fare and deviſed ſuttleties. Before the 
ſecond courſe my Lord came in, booted and ſpurred, all ſodainely 
amongſt them, and bade them proface *; at whoſe coming there 
was great joy, with riſing every man from his place, whom my 
Lord cauſed to fit ſtill and keep their roomes, and being in his ap- 
parell as he rode, called for a chayre and fat down in the middeſt 
of the high paradiſe, laughing and being as merry as ever I ſaw 
hym in all my ly. Anone came up the ſecond courſe, with 
ſo many diſhes, ſuttleties and deviſes, above a hundred in num- 
ber, which were of ſo goodly proportion and ſo coſtly, that I 
thinke the Frenchmen never ſaw the like, the wonder was no leſs 
than it was worthy indeed, There were caſtles with images, in 


the ſame Paul's church, for the quantity as well counterfeited as 


the painter ſhould have painted it on a cloth or wall. There were 
beaſts, birds, foules, and perſonages, moſt lykely made and 
counterfeited, ſome fighting with ſwords, ſome with guns and 
croſs-bows, ſome vaughting and leaping, ſome dauncing with 
ladies, ſome on horſes in complete harneſſe, juſting with long 
and ſharpe ſpeares, with many more deviſes. Among all, one 
I noted was a cheſſe-boord, made of ſpiced plate, with men 
there of the ſame, and for the. good proportion, and becauſe 
the Frenchmen be very cunning and expert in that play, my 
Lord Cardinall gave the ſame to a gentleman of France, com- 
manding there ſhould be made a goodly caſe for the preſervation 
thereof in all haſt, that he might convey the ſame ſafe into his 
countrey. Then tooke my Lord a bole of golde filled with Ipo- 
craſle, and putting off his cap, ſaid, I drinke to the King, my 
Soveraigne Lord, and next unto the King your maſter, and there- 
with did dryncke a good draught ; and when he had done, he 
deſired the graund maiſtre to pledge him, cup and all, the which 
was well worth 5oo markes, and ſo cauſed all the boords to pledge

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« theſe two Royal Princes: then went the cups ſo merrily about, 
* that many of the Frenchmen were faine to be led to their beds, 
* Then roſe up my Lord, and went into his privy chamber to pull 
« off his bootes, and to ſhift him, and then went he to ſupper, and 
* making a very ſhort ſupper, or rather a repaſt, returned into the 
chamber of preſence to the. Frenchmen, uſing them ſo lovingly 
* and familiarly, that they could not commend him too much; and 
* whileſt they were in communication, and other paſtimes, all their 
« liveries were ſerved to their chambers; every chamber had 
& a baſon and an ewer of ſilver, a great liverey pot of ſilver, and 
« ſome guilt; yea, and ſome chambers had two liverey pots, with 
« wine and beere, a boule, a goblet, and a. pot of ſylver to drink 
© in, both for their wine and beere ; a ſilver candleſticke both white 
« and plaine, having in it two ſizes, and a ſtaffe torche of waxe, a 
« fine manchet, and a cheat loaf, Thus was every chamber fur- 
e niſhed through the houſe ; and yet the cupboords in the two han- 
« queting chambers were not touched. Thus when it was more 
“than time convenient, they were conveyed to their lodgings, where 
« they reſted that night. In the morning, after they had heard 
* maſs, they dined with the Cardinall, and ſo departed to Windſor.” 


Henry the Eighth added conſiderably to Cardinal Wolſey's build- Principal 


ings, as appears by the preamble to the act for creating the Honour dad wich 
of Hampton Court, which ſtates, that © it had pleaſed the King of — 
te late to erect, build, and make a goodly, ſumptuous, beautiful, 
“ and princely manour, decent and convenient for a King, and to 
« ornate the ſame with parks, gardens, and orchards, and other 
e things of great commoditie and pleaſure thereto adjoyning, meet 
« and pertinent to his Royal Majeſty.” In the latter part of his 
reign it became one of his principal reſidences. 
Edward VI. was born at Hampton Court, on the 12th of October | + ec, FRY 


1537, and his mother Queen Jane Seymour died there on the 14th path or 
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of the ſame month *. Her corpſe was conveyed to Windſor by 


water, where ſhe was buried the 12th of November. On the 


8th of Auguſt 1540, Catherine Howard was openly ſhewed as 
Queen at Hampton Court*. Catherine Parr was married to the 
King at this palace, and proclaimed Queen on the 12th of July 
1543*: her brother, William Lord Parr, was created Earl of 
Eſſex, and her uncle, Sir William Parr, Lord Parr, at Hampton 
Court on the 24th of December following”: the King was then 
about to keep his Chriſtmas at this palace; where, during the holi- 
days, he received Francis Gonzaga, the Viceroy of Sicily“. 
Edward the Sixth being at Hampton Court in 1551, created the 
Marquis of Dorſet, Duke of Suffolk, and the Earl of Warwick, Duke 
of Northumberland“. Philip and Mary kept their Chriſtmas at 
Hampton Court with great ſolemnity in 1558. The great hall 
of the palace was illuminated with 1000 lamps curiouſly diſpoſed; 
« the Princeſs Elizabeth ſupped at the ſame table with the King and 
« Queen, next the cloth of ſtate, and after ſupper was ſerved with 
« a perfumed napkin and plate of confects by the Lord Paget; but 
« ſhe retired to her ladies before the revels, maſkings and diſguiſings 
began. On St. Stephen's day ſhe heard matins in the Queen's 
« cloſet, when ſhe was attired in a robe of white ſatin, ſtrung all 
% over with large pearls. On the agth of December, ſhe fat with 
« their Majeſties and the nobility at a grand ſpectacle of juſting, 
* when 200 ſpears were broken. Half of the combatants were ac- 
« coutred in the Almaine, and half in the Spaniſh faſhion “. Queen 
Elizabeth after ſhe came to the throne frequently reſided at Hampton 
Court. She kept her Chriſtmas there in 1572", and again in 


1593.

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On the 14th of January 1603-4, began the celebrated conference be- 
tween the Preſbyterians and the members of the eſtabliſhed Church, 
held before King James as moderator, in a withdrawing-room within 
the privy chamber at Hampton Court, on the ſubje& of conformity. 
The Divines who appeared on the part of the preſbyterians, were 
Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Sparks ; Mr. Knewſtubs and Mr. Chaderton : 
on the part of the eſtabliſhed Church, Archbiſhop Whitgift, Biſhops 
Bancroft, Matthew, Bilſon, Babington, Rudd, Watſon, Robinſon, 
and Dove ; Drs. Andrews, Overall, Barlow, Bridges, Field, King, 
&c. All the Lords of the Council were preſent, and ſpoke occa- 
ſionally on the ſubject of the conference, which laſted three days. 
In conſequence of this conference a new tranſlation of the Bible was 
ordered, and ſome alterations made in the Liturgy **. 

King Charles I. retired to Hampton Court on account of the 
plague in 1625, when a proclamation was publiſhed prohibiting all 
communication between London, Southwark or Lambeth, and this 
place. On the 4 ith of July that year, Paul Rozencrantz, Am- 
baſſador from Denmark, had his audience at Hampton Court“. 
The Marquis of Bleinville, Ambaſſador from France, about the ſame 
time, being very deſirous of reſiding during his attendance on the 
Court in this palace, his petition, ſupported by the earneſt requeſt 
of the Queen, was at length, with much reluctance, granted; for

On the 21ſt of September, an Ambaſſador from 
Denmark had his audience in the preſence at Hampton Court, 
although the chapel had been originally aſſigned for it“. About the

+ of October the ſame year, Monſ. de Baſſampierre, Ambaſſador from 
France, was carried through the great hall to his audience in the 
preſence chamber, where the King and Queen ſtood under the State

ment and Court, on the 24th of Auguſt 1647. Here he reſided in a ſtate of 
Gp ſplendid impriſonment; being allowed to keep up the ſtate and re- 
tinue of a Court, till the 11th of November, when he made his 

eſcape, accompanied by Sir John Berkeley, Mr. Aſhburnham, and 


Mr. Legge“. 


It has already been mentioned, that the Honour and Palace of 
Hampton Court were ſold in 1651 to John Phelps and others, cre- 
ditors of the ſtate ; but previouſly to 1657, it came into the poſſeſ-

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contains the ſtate apartments. Queen Anne (being then Princeſs of 
Denmark) was brought to bed of the Duke of Glouceſter at Hamp- 
ton Court, July 24, 1689. She reſided there occaſionally after her 
acceſſion to the Throne, as did her two ſucceſſors George I, and 
George II. but the palace has never been inhabited by his preſent 
Majeſty. His Serene Highneſs the Prince of Orange having quitted 
his own dominions, in the month of January 1795, in conſequenee 
of the revolution which then took place in Holland, found an aſylum 
in this palace, where he ſtill reſides with his family, 

Hampton Court Palace, in its preſent ſtate, conſiſts of three prin- 2 
cipal quadrangles. The annexed ground-plan will give ſome idea f | 
its extent, in which, as well as in magnificence, it exceeds any of 
the Royal Palaces. The weſtern quadrangle, or entrance court, is 167 
feet 2 inches from north to ſouth, and 141 feet 7 inches from eaſt to 
weſt, It is divided into ſeveral ſuites of apartments, which are 
occupied by private families, having grants for life from the Crown. 

The middle quadrangle meaſures 133 feet 6 inches from north to 
ſouth, and i feet 10 inches from eaſt to weſt: it is called the Clock 
Court, from a curious aſtronomical clock which is placed over 
the gateway on the eaſt ſide. On the ſouth ſide is a colonnade ſup- 
ported by pillars of. the Ionic order, deſigned by Sir Chriſtopher 
Wren. This, and the weſt ſide of the quadrangle, are occupied by 
private families; the eaſt ſide by the Prince of Orange and his ſuite, 
On the north ſide is the great hall. As this room does not appear to The Hall. 
be deſcribed in Cavendiſh's account of Cardinal Wolſey's reception 
of the French Ambaſſadors, it is moſt probable that it was part of 
King Henry's building. It certainly was not finiſhed till 1536 or 
1537, as appears from the initials of the King and Jane Seymour, 
joined by a truelover's knot, amongſt the decorations. This room is * 

106 feet in length, and 40 in breadth. The rich gothic roof, which 
is ſeen in the annexed plate, is ornamented with the arms and cog- 
5 nizances of Henry the Eighth. |

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This hall was fitted up. as a theatre by George the Firſt in 1718. 
It was intended that plays ſhould have been acted there twice a-week 


during the ſummer ſeaſon, by the King's company of comedians, 


who were commanded to attend for that purpoſe ; but the theatre 
was not ready till nearly the end of September, and only ſeven plays 
were performed in it that ſeaſon. It was opened on the 23d of 


September, with the tragedy of Hamlet. On the firſt of October, 


« Henry VIII. or the fall of Wolſey,” was. repreſented on the very 
ſpot which had been the ſcene of the Cardinal's greateſt ſplendor. 
The other plays were, Sir Courtly Nice, on the 6th of October; the 
Conſtant Couple, on the gth ; Love for Money, on the 13th ; Vol- 
pone, or the Fox, on the 16th ; Rule a Wife and Have a Wife, on 
the 23d. The King paid the charges of the houſe, and the tra- 
velling expences of the actors, amounting in the whole to 501: 
a-night ; beſides which, he made a preſent of 200 l. to the managers 
for their trouble. The theatre was never uſed afterwards, except for 
one play, performed on the 16th of October 1731, for the entertain- 
ment of the Duke of Lorraine, afterwards Emperor of Germany. It 
continued nevertheleſs to block up and deform this fine room till the 
year 1798, when James Wyatt, Eſq. Surveyor General of the Board of 
Works, obtained his Majeſty's permiſſion to remove it, with an in- 
tention of reſtoring the hall to its original form and beauty ; for 
which purpoſe the workmen are now (Feb. 1800) employed in re- 
newing ſuch of the ornaments as have been decayed. 

Adjoining to the hall, at the eaſt end, is a large room now called 
the Board of Green Cloth room : its dimenſions are 61 feet 10 inches 
by 29 feet 5 inches; the height 29 feet. From the circumſtance of the 
Royal arms being impaled with Seymour in the centre of the ceiling, 
and the occurrence of the initials H. J. with the truelover's knot, it 
appears that this room was finiſhed about the ſame time as the hall,

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The ceiling is decorated with pendent ornaments, between which 
are the cognizances of the roſe and porteullis, which occur alſo in 
ſtained glaſs in the window. The walls are hung with ancient 
tapeſtry, repreſenting the Trojan war, the ſtory of Hercules, and 
other hiſtorical and allegorical ſubjects. Over the chimney-piece are 
the arms of Cardinal Wolſey, and of the See of Vork“, in tapeſtry, 
but they furniſh us with no evidence that this room was part of his

Majeſty frequently dined in public; In this room is a model of the 
palace, intended to have been built in Richmond gardens on the 
ſite of the old Lodge. Towards the weſt, are the King's private 


dining-room, his bed-room, and ſeveral other apartments, occupied 


at preſent by the Prince of Orange's family. On the north fide of 


this quadrangle is a ſtaircaſe leading through two large rooms, now | 


unfurniſhed, called the Queen's guard-chamber and preſence cham- 
ber, to the Queen's apartments on the eaſt fide of the quadrangle, 
The chimney-piece of the guard-chamber is ſupported by coloſſal 
figures of two yeomen of the guard. To the north-weſt of the 
Fountain Court, ſtands the chapel, which forms the ſouth ſide of a 
ſmall quadrangle: it appears to have been part of King Henry 
VIII.'s building, and to have been finiſhed by that monarch in 
1536 or 1537. His arms, impaled with Seymour“, and the 
initials H. I. (joined together by a truelover's knot), ſeveral times 
repeated, occur on each fide of the door. Before the civil war this 
chapel was ornamented with ſtained glaſs and pictures, which were 
demoliſhed in 1645, as appears by the following paragraph taken 
from a weekly paper of that date:“ Sir Robert Harlow gave order 
« (according to the ordinance of parliament) for the pulling down 
« and demoliſhing of the popiſh and ſuperſtitious pictures in 
« Hampton Court, where this day the altar was taken down, and 
the table brought into the body of the church, the rails pulled 
« down, and the ſteps levelled, and the popiſh pictures and ſuper-

ſtate by Queen Anne; it is paved with black and white marble, and 
pewed with Norway oak. The carving is by Gibbons. The ori- 
ginal roof remains, a plain gothic pattern, with pendent ornaments, 
Hentzner, who viſited England in Queen Elizabeth's reign, ſpeaks of 
the chapel as moſt ſplendid ; and ſays, that the Queen's cloſet was 
tranſparent with windows of cryſtal *'.

Hampton Court palace is ſupplied with water by a conduit from 
Combe, near Kingſton, and by a canal brought from the Iſleworth river 
near Longford, Both theſe works are ſaid to have been undertaken and 
finiſhed by Cardinal Wolſey. The conduit from Combe conveys water“, 
which is much eſteemed for its purity, to a ciſtern in the palace. It 
paſſes under the Hogſmill river, near Kingſton, and under the Thames a 
little to the eaſt of the palace.

The kitchen gardens contain 12 acres. In a grape-houſe, on The great 


the ſouth ſide of the palace (70 feet by 14), is a vine of the black 
Hamburgh kind, which occupies the whole houſe, and is much 
celebrated for its ſize and produce, It was planted in the year 
1769. The ſtem is about thirteen inches in girth, the principal 
branch having been trained back at the extremity of the houſe, is 
I 14 feet in length. This vine has been known to produce in one 
year 2200 bunches of grapes **, weighing on an average one 
pound each,
